Regional council has endorsed a 
report that, if approved by the province, 
will see updated Ontario population and 
employment forecasts used to plan for 
the future.

Niagara's most recent 2031 growth plan. 

Niagara is required to update its growth 
forecasts following changes to Ontario's 
growth plan. As a result, the Region is 
undertaking a municipal comprehensive 
review, transportation master servicing 
plan, and water and wastewater master 
servicing plan as part of the Niagara 2041 
Growth Strategy. 

That projected population increase 
means the Region, through the compre¬ 
hensive review, can “now allocate to the 
areas and communities that are looking 
to grow beyond the current boundary 
limits," said planning and development 
services commissioner Rino Mostacci. 
The Town of Grimsby, for instance, has 
made a submission to expand its urban 
area and Niagara-on-the-Lake is looking 
at potential growth along Stone Road and 
in the Niagara on the Green area. 

“There are others across the region that 
we're aware of,” he said. 

“This additional quantum allows us 
to address that without undermining or 


taking away from any of the developable 
urban designated land in the other com¬ 
munities.”

Still fighting after all these years 



Sherry Carson wants you to see her. 

She wants you to look through the 
wheelchair, past the rasp in her voice, 
and beyond her motionless arms and 
legs. 

Carson. 

A mother of two. A wife. A business¬ 
woman. A human person. 

“I am not MS," she said, unable to 
hold back tears. “I am not a disease. I am 
Sherry Carson, damn it. If all that is left 
of me is my thoughts and my words, then 
that is what I am going to use to live.” 

Multiple sclerosis has been carving up 
Carson's body, a piece at a time, for two 
decades. 

and is incurable. It attacks a substance 
called myelin, a protective coating over 
the nerves that is necessary for the trans¬ 
mission of nerve impulses. 

When the damage to myelin is minor, 
those impulse can be slowed down. If 
the damage is serious, those messages 
cannot get through at all. 

"So before MS, my brain would send a 

hand... move your hand,' and I would 
move my hand," Carson says. 

“Now it is 'move your hand ... move 
your hand... and nothing.’” 

The first symptoms appeared 20 years 
ago after the birth of her first child. Her 
feet were oddly numb, something the 
doctors said was just the effect of the 
epidural Injection she was given during 
labour. 

The numbness didn't wear off. 

Carson, living in Calgary at the time, 
said her condition deteriorated rapidly. 
Ihe best explanation her doctors offered 
was nervous exhaustion. She was given 
Valium to calm her down. 

"It didn't help at all,” she said. 

“My husband would say to the doc¬ 
tors, 'This isn't a Valium problem. I'm 
watching my wife waste away before my 

Finally, a Calgary neurologist identi¬ 
fied the problem. It wasn’t a painkiller 
given during childbirth. It wasn’t anxi¬ 
ety. It was MS. 

For some people struggling with a 
serious and strange illness, finally get¬ 
ting a clear diagnosis comes as a relief. 
Knowing the enemy can make it easy to 

Not for Carson. With the diagnosis 
came the sobering reality that she wasn't 
going to get any better. The disease is 
progressive. 

"I went from walking, to walking with 

ual wheelchair and now to an electric 
wheelchair,” said Carson. 

For a time, she said, she very nearly 
lost her voice along with her mobility. 

had trouble breathing deeply. She could 
barely speak above a whisper. 

“That is one of the things they taught 
me at the Hotel Dieu Shaver, how to 
breathe so I can talk better," Carson 
said of her time as a patient at the St. 


Catharines rehab centre. 

Her voice is strained. Raspy. But she 
can make herself heard. 

When MS seriously reduced Carson's 
mobility — making it impossible to con¬ 
tinue working as a hairdresser — she, her 
husband Marty and their sons moved to 
Fort Erie from Calgary. 

Marty, who sells software for a Cal¬ 
gary firm, is from Niagara and the lower 
cost of living here allowed them to make 
ends meet. 

living goes a long way,” she said. 

Family, she said, is a key reason why 
she hasn't buckled under the weight of 
her illness. 

"It's not easy. Most couples, when one 
of them has MS, don't make it. Some¬ 
thing like 90 per cent end in divorce,” she 
said.
